Suppression is enforceable by law up 
to a cost of one-half of 1% of the tax valuation of the property con-

This notice is sent to all property owners in accordance with 
instructions of the Division of Insect Suppression, of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The Brown Tail Moth 


This pest is present in numbers on apple and pear trees and on 
many shade trees. Through the winter it occupies webs as big as a 
hen’s egg, attached to the tips of twigs. All such webs should be cut 
off carefully, gathered up and burned. 


The Gipsy Moth 


The gipsy moth is found through the winter in the form of egg- 
masses attached to the trunks of trees, stones, piazza posts, or other 
locations. Each egg-mass is “4 to 1% inch long, is covered with fine 
hairs and is the color of chamois skin. Egg-masses should be painted 
with creosote. Scraping them off will not destroy them, because the 
egos will hatch even though lying on the ground. 


Obligation of Property Owners 


If the insects described above are not suppressed on or before 
March 20, the duly constituted authorities have the right to enter 
upon property and to take such measures as may be necessary. The 
property owner will be liable for the expense in connection with such 
action within the limits prescribed by law.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


TO THE WINDHAM SCHOOL BOARD: 

I take pleasure in presenting to you my annual 
report as superintendent of schools. During the 
past year much attention has. been given to an im= 
proved organization of the administrative offices. 
Larger quarters have been alloted in the Adams 
Memorial Building for clerical assistance but a 
smaller space has been given for supplies. This 
necessitates the purchase of supplies more frequent- 
ly than formerly when storage space was large en- 
ought for a year’s supplies. Londonderry and Derry 
Village now utilize the facilities of this office for ad- 
ministrative purposes. Notwithstanding these 
changes a large part of the superintendent’s time has 
been devoted to constructive work in methods of 
teaching and adjusting the materials of the curri- 
culum so as to serve better the needs of the commun- 
ity. 


TEACHERS 
Three teachers resigned last summer. Miss Anna 
McDonnough accepted a position in Manchester at 
$1200, Miss Helen McLay went to Derry at $1,100, Mr 
George Robie resigned owing to the closing of No. 4 
school. Miss Ellen Barr with two years experience. 
at Colebrook and a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School was elected teacher at No. 5 School. Miss 
Katherine Sharon was elected teacher at No. 3 
school. Both of these teachers are doing very. eredi- 
table work. It is more difficult for them to make 
their work felt because they followed such excellent 
teachers. 
Tests in reading which have been given this year 
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show decided improvement over tests given six years: 
ago. When the scores of Windham, Londonderry 
and Derry are combined the statistics disclose that. 
- the fourth grade improved 338%, fifth grade 25%, 
Sixth grade 10%, seventh grade 66%, and the eighth 
grade 33%. The additional fact that the scores in 
the 1929 test are distributed over an average range 
which is five steps narrower show both an improve- 
ment in teaching and grading. 

A more detailed account of the above and an- 
other experiment to determine the relation which the 
products of the rural school bears to the urban school 
is given in the Derry report. The result of the ex- 
periment shows that the crux of what the school pro- 
duces, without considering the social values of life, 
is in the quality of the teachers employed. If the 
teachers are of equal scholarship and ability in the 
teaching field the products of learning will be equiv- 
alent among pupils of equal ability no matter where 
they are located. 

The other factor of social ae cannot be so 
clearly defined. People who are highly endowed 
with the products of learning, which tests and exam- 
inations disclose, frequently are less successful from 
the social point of view. It is here that the large 
school functions to the advantage of the pupil and 
the community. The social growth produced by the 
give and take of larger numbers of pupils is a factor 
worthy of consideration in making a survey of the 
schools for the future welfare of the children. 


BUILDINGS 


The writer has frequently called the attention 
of the School Board to the necessity of having all 
school buildings conform to the requirements set 
forth by the state law relative to standard school 
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buildings and has suggested that a policy of remod- 
elling one school building each year be adopted. 
Without going into too great detail I call your at- 
tention to the fact thai, at least in regard to venti- 
lation, the building at Canoble Lake fails to conform 
to the law. I have hesitated to call the attention of 
the School Board to this condition because the 
building is an expensive one and was presumably ad- 
apied to school purposes by those who built it. The 
windows, however, are so high above the floor that 
pay. are not readily accessible to open and shut. 
nly a few of them can be opened and some of these 
not ee The heat rises to the top of the room 
which is very high where most of it remains. There 
are several degrees of variation in the temperature 
between the floor and a point five feet higher. These 
onditions are aggravated by the larger number of 
pupils now in attendance at the school. When only 
ten or twelve pupils attended the school the air was 
not vitiated to so great an extent. With your permis- 
sion I am calling the attention of the State Board of 


Health and the State Board of Education to this 


problem in order to obtain their cooperation in the 
designation of a proper remedy. 

The suggestion incorporated in section eight of 
the school warrant may possibly care for this prob- 
lem. A modern building, centrally located, would en- 
able all of the pupils of the town to enjoy the many 
privileges of such a school together with such 


opportunities for social growth as are not now possi- - 


ble under our present system. 


HEALTH REPORT. 


The school nurse reports that physical examina- 
tions were made of all pupils in the fall. Parents 
were notified of defects some of which have already 
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been corrected. A number of children have been taken 
for diagnozis and treatment to clinics in Derry and 
Manchester. Other children have been examined and 
fitted to glasses. The Schick tests disclosed that 
thirty two pupils were negative to diptheria.
